W= hear of imgroved raflroad accommoda-
tlons in the Southern States; we are told that
the rolllng stock destroyed by war I8 being
once more supplied; that the busy works of
Noribern mechanics are furnishing locomo-
tives. cars, and all the paraphernalia so indis-
poeusable to comlort in these luxurious days;
avd when we hear of this retura of the good
tlmes of peace, we o=e glad, net so much be-
cause of the busine.s commuonication, the
ramdity of transportation, or cheupening of
frelglht, as because of the Inerease in the num-
Bber of travellers which the facility of travel
will create. ' What is most needed just now in
our land is that Awmericans should know |
Americans. If the proper study of mankind
is man, sutely the proper study of a nation
should be itself The war which has es-
tranged our laud has divided us for five years
not only in sentiment but in physical acquaint-
ance. We not only are now unaware of the
political news of the South, but we are wolully
ignorant o the charactoristics of the South- |
orn paople. Those of us who have never been
brought into contaet to any great extont with
the planters, believe that & Southern gentle-
man is of the type represented to us on the
stage—a tall, sallow man, with a Panama hat,
dark features, and evil temper. The poor
whites are dirt-eaters all, and held by us to
be a little lower than the negroes, And
such is the popular estimate of the Southern
population. While our eitizens hold such
views, our soldlers view them in an equally
unfavorable hght. They last met them in |
the heat of baitle; the cause of the ReWallion
was sinking, or had just sunk. They were |
wild with 1age at defeat, or mad with fear
that their cause was lost. Hence, when
scen, they presented auything but the placid
calmness which wouid naturally insure coa-
fidence, and hence it is that the soldlers dis-
trust the Southern people.

What I8 now needed, Is that their clements
be well shaken. This wine and wat>r have
been distinet long enongh. Now let tihem
be well mixed. We know not whether such a
mixture will promotz good fecling ; we do not |
know whether its eficet will be beneficial, |
but we know that it is necessary. As long us
we stand gazing at cich other, and separutely |
gloating over the other’s faults, so long will |
no tine union be secured. We must rab off
these asperities by contact. Let the file of
Intimacy round the point: of prejudice, aud let
us see our fellow-citizens as they are.  Some
accounts picture them sitting in true pastoral
simupliclty, under t'e vire and fig tree, re-
clining io attitudes wiich would delight a
sculptor and bolding views which, for peace
and good-will, would have been incorporated
by Virgil into his “Bueolies,” Another tale

tells of giants and sem!i-cunniba's thirstine for
negro and Northern blood. 'The Uaignist
dares not leave his home without danger of
being shot; the spy is ut every door; barba-
rism ruies enpreme, and treason isstill rampant,
All of these viewsare positively declared to be
true by their redpeelive friends, and all bave
numerous aud seemingly sincere supportors,
And how are the people of the North to de-
clde? There is but one remedy, personal and
business contact. This will secare trade
and commercial relations, and the improved

travelling facilities wili bring the people
of the two sections t gether. We see
no ether remeldy, and believe that this
one will at Jeust do away with that

feeling of dislike which I8 only auvgmented
by lIgnoranc Ihere are good qualities in
both gcetions, and time, trave!, and further
enlightenment wil! act as sovereiza balms to
heal all wounds, and make a union in heart
and centiment , a9 Wull ay one in nationality,

Nols.—While England is sceking the world |
around, in erder 15 find some spot from which
she can get cotton which is not within the
United States, it would seem that nature in |
luxzurious prodigality has showerad upon our |
land the blessing she denics to others. Not |
ouly have the Southera BStates been able to :
‘supply & fine fleld of cotton, but it appears
that (the prairies of Southern Illinols sre par-
ticularly fitted by nature for such a growth,
It would seem, from the accounts which come
to us, that a new paradlse for planters has been
found, From the observations of la't year,
the larmers say that the average cost of cul-
ture will not exceed cleven dollars per acre.
The first plcking last year was done at & cost
of one to two and a ball cents per pound. An
ordinary hand will gather one hundred
Pounds per day, and & good one half as much

more, The numberof acres planted last year,
im the thirteen counties where it was exelu-
sively tried, was 12885, which produced 7000
bales, valued at $1,124.300. The average per
acre was 800 pounds. Now as cotton s, and
undoubtedly will be for many yeosrs, worth st
least forty conta per pound, It would seem
that each fleld would yleld three hundred and
twenty dollara worth of material. As the
total outlay will not exceed foriy dollars per
flald, it 1s evident that cotton pldnting is more

The facta therein set forth ostablish
the authority of the despatch published in Tan
Evexise TeELEGRAPH of the 2Tth of Janu-
ary, 1805. At the time of the appearance of
out account, it was recelved with scorn and
contempt by the New York journals, who
characterized it as a “Philadelphia canard 'l
Now,over a year having elapsed, the papers o
the metropolis are bearing testimony to our
veracity and enterprise. The lettor of Sec-
retary SEwWARD says i—

“On the moming of the 3d the President,
sttended by the Secratary, rou otved  Mesars,
Srarnens, Hosten, aud CAMPRELL, on board 1he
Umted Staies steam transport River Quoen, in
Hampton Roads, The conference was a l()p{ﬂllll‘l’
Informal. There was no attendance oi #ooro
taries, clerks, or other witnesses, Nothing was
written or read. The conversation, though
cainest and free, was calm and courteovs and
kmd on both sides, Nevortheless, during
the conference, which lasted Your hours,
the eoveral points st issue  betwoen
the Government and the insurgents were
distinetly raised and discussed tully, intel-
ligently, and in an amiable spirlt, ha: the
msurgent party secmed chiefly to favor was a
